"Ontari 
Farmer." the latter of which still survives. He has always taken an active part in public affairs and was one of 
the founders of the Canadian Club, Toronto. Of late vears Mr. Moore has applied himself lo authorship and 
has written two novels and a brilliant book of essays “The Commandments оў Меп." In recognition of his liter 
ary gifts and his labors in behalf of better racial understandings he was honored with the degree of LL.D. b 
Laval University. In September last he contested the riding of South Ontario in the Liberal interest but met 
defeat. Mr. Moore is married to a daughter of a well-jnown public man, the late George Bertram, M.P., whe
